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IT'S ALMOST READY 
(trailer for sale or rent.....) 


A small group of club members has been working very hard recently getting the mobile 
communications trailer ready for business. I visited Mark VA3MVR who has done the bulk 
of the work on the trailer along with our prez who has been working on the electrical system. 


You can see that Bob is showing us his better side as he wires up the towing harness where it 
enters the trailer under the bench seat/bed area. The furnace is just behind Bob. 


The trailer is not very big, but Mark has arranged things inside very efficiently, including a 
working area along the back wall of the trailer. There is going to be an additional “leaf” that 
can be placed across the work area to make it a bit wider to accommodate bigger rigs. 
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There is still a bit of work to do. During the day we patched the small cracks and holes in the 
body with fiberglass filler and did some sanding. When the filler is fully hard, Mark will sand 
it down and paint the exterior. We also did some work on the exterior marker lamps and rear 
turn signals to make sure everything was roadworthy. After painting, ARES and LARC 
lettering will be applied on the outside to let everyone know who we are. 


That leaves the interior painting to do, and the installation of coax feed throughs and then 
some thought has to be put into how to outfit the trailer, including antennas and antenna 
supports. Your ideas are needed to bring this project to completion. Please contact Mark 
VA3MVR with your suggestions or if you want to help out. Mark deserves a big 
“ATTABOY” for all the effort he has put into the project.
